EDITORIAL 


We have all read, or skimmed, the last edition of the paper. 
Opinions have been formulated and very valid questions 
have been raised. As managing editor I have little to say in 
defense of the last issue. However, there is a good moral 
lesson to be gleaned from the landslide of criticism that 
followed the release of that paper. 

A point I would like to pursue with the reader is one of 
freedom. We at Clatsop, unlike many of our related in- 
stitutions, have a free press. Within certain limitations, we 
may print material as we deem relevant. That is to say, that 
except for injuring someone or deviating from public taste to 
a legal or moral extreme, we may express ourselves in an 
open forum. With this freedom comes the eventuality that we 
will be more apt to someday go beyond the bounds that the 
readership sees as proper. When this happens we must not 
stagnate in the bureaucratic quagmire of our mistakes, but 
seek to learn from the experience. WE ARE, AFTERALL, 
STUDENTS. This does not mean that we should repeat the 
same mistakes again; but it does give us some latitude not 
afforded the professional, for learning on the job. Freedom 
and inexperience can create a medium in which mistakes 
may occur: BUT, at least with a free press we have the 
choice of learning from these mistakes. 

Many of us can testify to having learned more from a well- 
corrected ‘‘F”’ paper, than from that easy “A” which taught 
us little. We stand corrected. 

We on the staff of the Clatsop Courier will learn from the 
last paper and strive to give the readers a more fulfilling, 
well rounded, and informative newspaper. It will not be a 
New York Times, but we will try to fell the pulse of the 
student body, and reflect that pulse in print. We will attempt 
to be the best Community College newspaper in the state, 
with a little help from our readers. Without your help the 
paper won’t even make a good placemat. 

I have never been an editor before. Until such a time as 
Val, your regular editor returns, you may have to suffer my 
growth my mistake. My name is Christopher Robin. I am 
opinionated. What I lack in editorial expertise I can more 
than surpass in unmitigated gall. Many times you will 
disagree with me. My name will be right there on the copy 
and by judicious use of the new Forum section you may 
generate enthusiastic debate. A critical concern of mine is 
one of integrity.

This paper will make such an 
attempt. 

Ken in mind, however, that if there are not contributions 
aplenty, I must write the remainder myself. I would rather 
have you do the writing. Like I said, I am opinionated. If you 
do the writing, and I do the editing, you are spared my 
opinions. Bear with me for the next few editions and together 
we will make this the best community college paper in the 
state.

BRIEF GUIDLINES

sorship, or overediting to the 
point of losing the reader's 
point, alienates many a 
fledgling writer. We do not want 
to lose your opinion. We will 
now print your articles — as 
YOU write them — unless you 
request that we help you edit. 
Sure, mistakes will be present 
in all of our material. We are 
students,and we will learn from 
our mistakes. Slight deviations 
from perfect prose should not 
meaningfully detract from a 
valid statement. We want to 
hear from you. Your fellow 
students want to learn from 
you. We will bend a few rules of 
newspaper editorialism to 
accommodate that end. 

Guidelines 

(1) Keep it tasteful. Spare 
four-letter words. Do not 
slander or write libelous 
material. 

(2) Keep articles SHORT and 
to the point. Try for under 250 
words if at all possible, Refer 
propaganda and editorials to 
their proper areas. Thank you.

ASTORIA — A Cannon Beach 
resident whose varied 
Hollywood career has included 
taping sound effects and 
playing parts in movies, 
television and commercials will 
assist Clatsop Community 
College's technical staff in the 
college production ‘‘Godspell.”” 

Dallas McKennon, 59, is 
perhaps best known for his 
portrayal of Cinncinatus on the 
television program ‘‘Daniel 
Boone.”’ He played that part for 
six years. Enough, evidently, 
for sponsors of a Kentucky 
Daniel Boone Festival to bestow 
McKennon as an honorary 
Kentucky Colonel. 

McKennon has had his own 
television program in Portland

as ‘Captain Jet.’ On the radio 
he was known as “Mr. Funny 
Buttons.” 

Backstage, the Hollywood 
artist's voice has been used in 
various commercials and 
movies, including ‘‘Archie’”’ and 
Walt Disney’s “Lady and the 
Tramp.” McKennon also was 
responsible for many of the 
animal sounds in ‘Dr. 
Doolittle.” 

His knowledge of synthesized 
sound helped in producing the 
weird reverberations and 
space-sounding music heard in 
Stanley Kubrick’s “2001: A 
Space Odyssey.” 

That same kind of music, or 
sound, will be used in the 
College’s production of 


“Godspell,”” scheduled for Feb 
23, 24, 25 and March 2, 3 and 4 at 
the Performing Arts Center, 
Astoria. 

Director Reed Turner said he 
plans on using the synthesized 
music effect at the beginning 
and at the end of the play. Also, 
he added, McKennon-produced 
sound effects will be used 
sporadically during the play 
itself. 

“He is a very clever man,” 
Turner said, in assessing 
McKennon’s contribution to the 
production. 

Currently, McKennon is 
producing a play of his own. 

Scheduled to be performed in 
late April or early May, the play 
is a musical based on the story
